Extradition to China 
should be non-starter 

C 


|hina's premier, visiting 
Canada last week as part of 
^an extraordinary warming of 
relations, defended his country's use 
of the death penalty. “It is consistent 
with our national condition,” Li Keqiang 
told reporters. “If we abolish the death 
penalty, innocent people will lose their 

We oppose the death penalty, while 
acknowledging its supporters could 
mount an argument of this sort in a 
country with sturdy rule of law and 
respect for other human rights. But that's 
not China. China is the world’s single 
most prolific executioner; although 


the true numbers are a closely guarded 
secret Chinese laws allow for capital 
punishment for dozens of crimes, 


including corruption and bribery, in 
addition to more standard offences such 
as murder. 

Such wide use of the death penalty is 
but one of many reasons Canada should 
not consider an extradition treaty with 
Beijing. Trade, academic exchanges 

— even, to some degree, security talks 

— may be an inevitable part of the 
diplomatic agenda, but an extradition 
pact is beyond the pale. 

The spectre of a future such treaty 
arises in the wake of China’s recent 
release of Canadian Kevin Garratt, 
reportedly convicted of spying, after 
being imprisoned since 2014. His 
freedom came after Trudeau visited 
China recently, and just before Premier 


Ii showed up here. It's known that 
China would like to get back a number 
of nationals who have fled abroad, 
including to Canada; its “Operation Fox 
Hunt" is thought to include harassing 
so-called economic fugitives and 
political dissidents and their families 
outside its borders. The Middle Kingdom 
would like to bring these troublemakers 

Canada has extradition treaties with 
some countries that do have the death 
penalty, such as the United States. But 
we do not extradite to them without a 
guarantee that execution will not be 
used. Because the U.S. has a functioning, 
transparent and accountable judicial 


But China? According to Amnesty 
International, it tortures prisoners; they 
are denied medical help; it’s accused 
ofharvesting organs from political 
prisoners; it holds secret trials; it 
persecutes minorities. And its system 
isn’t transparent 

"We recognize Canada and China 
have different systems of law and order 
and different approaches,” Trudeau said,

County, residents support 400-404 Link

As I travel around the 
county, some of the most 
common feedback I receive 
from residents is the need 
for the county to be more 
involved in regional transit. 

While we have strategies, 
budget and a well-rounded 
transit plan in place to 
enhance our county roads, 

build bike lanes and trails, 
and support other multi¬ 
modal forms of transporta¬ 
tion, many of our residents 
and business owners remain 
concerned about growing 
commute times and increas¬ 
ing traffic volumes when 
travelling to and from the 
GTA. 

The province imple¬ 
mented a number of suc¬ 
cessful projects to improve 
travel in our area, including 
investing in GO Train sta¬ 
tions in Barrie, Bradford, 
and soon Innisfil. How¬ 
ever, there continues to be 


a growing need for an east- 
west highway link between 
the 400 and 404. 

Many of our municipal¬ 
ities, including Bradford 
West Gwillimbury, Innisfil 
and Essa, are working col- 
laboratively with our part¬ 
ners in York Region to advo¬ 
cate for the development 
of the 400-404 Connecting 
Link - a proposed 16.2 km, 
four lane controlled access 
highway that would pro¬ 
vide an east-west connec¬ 
tion between Highway 400 
in Bradford West Gwillim¬ 
bury, and the 404 in East 
Gwillimbury. 

This isn’t a new idea. The 
400-404 Connecting Link 
has been under considera¬ 
tion since the late 1970s. The 
land continues to be pro¬ 
tected for highway develop¬ 
ment by the Ontario Ministry 
of Transportation (MTO) and 
a provincial environmental 
assessment was approved by 
cabinet in 2002. 

The connecting link would 


aid in economic develop¬ 
ment, reduce congestion, 

for residents, and address 
regional growth. The pro¬ 
posed link would also serve 
all travel markets, including 
commuters, transit, tourists 
and freight. 

Outside of the obvious 
benefits for passenger and 
commercial vehicles, the 
connecting link has the 
potential to unlock employ¬ 
ment lands located adjacent 
to highways in south Simcoe 
County, which would have 
a snowball effect of creat¬ 
ing new jobs in our region, 
reducing travel demand, 

ratios for those looking to 
work closer to home. 

With a growing number of 

coe County’s residents com¬ 
mute outside the county for 
work, and 8,645 commute 
into the county from out¬ 
side the area), and a popula¬ 
tion rising from the current 


465,000 residents to 796,000 
by 2041, the urgency to pro¬ 
vide a solution is only grow¬ 
ing. Our projections show 
that the connecting link has 
the potential to serve up to 
3,700 vehicles during peak 
morning hours by 2041. MTO 
studies also show that traffic 
in Simcoe County will back 
up past the Highway 400-11 
Split, by 2023. 

As a united group, 
we’re asking the Ministry 
of Municipal Affairs and 
Housing, as well as the 
MTO to include the 400- 
404 Connecting Link in the 
province’s Growth Plan for 
the Greater Golden Horse¬ 
shoe. Residents can support

DeafBlind Ontario Services 
is a not-for-profit organization 
that, for more than 25 years, 
has been enriching the lives 
of those with both visual and 
hearing loss, providing services 
that increase independence 
and improve the quality of life 
for the deaf-blind, including 
residential services and trained 
interveners who act as their cli¬ 
ents' eyes and ears through the 
sense of touch. 

Diane Gabay’s son has 
been receiving services since 
1994. Now 36, he lives in a 
residence in Ayr operated by 
DeafBlind Ontario Services, 
with three other young deaf- 
blind persons. 

“They have intervenors 
24/7. It’s essential that they 
have those trained people 
to communicate with each 
other,” Gabay said. “It meant 
the world to know he was 
looked after properly. We, 
as parents, don't have the 
expertise, but they do.” 

The town of Ayr, south of 
Kitchener, has been welcom¬ 
ing to the deaf-blind resi¬ 
dents. “It’s a wonderful com¬ 
munity. A church has come 
knocking at the door to ask if 



they want to sing,” she said. 

Gabay was one of the 
guests at the sold-out 
Indulge Your Senses, which 
this year was MC’d by 
Frankie “Flowers” Ferrag- 
ine, of Cityline and Break¬ 
fast Television. 

The women enjoyed the 
dinner created by executive 
chef Steve Wilson, sampled 
wines from the award-win¬ 
ning Milan Wineries, bid on 
donated items in the silent 
and live auctions — includ¬ 
ing a night at the fire hall and 
BNI International’s "It’s Wme 
O’clock” donation of 30 bot¬ 
tles of wine — bought raffle 
tickets and were escorted to 
their choice of spa services 
by firefighters with BWG Fire 
and Emergency Services. 

It was an evening that
